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Bassenthwaite Water lies four miles to the north-west 
of Keswick, and a trip round the lake is a favourite excur¬ 
sion from that town. Bassenthwaite Water is four miles 
long by three-quarters of a mile broad at its widest part. 
Bkiddaw, 3,058 feet high, overshadows the west side, and 
good views of the mountain are obtained from the lake.
